Surging a g ainst the double cordon 
of police from door to curb, the 
crowd had Increased to about 1.000 
when a severely simple red-draped 
mahogany casket was slid from a 
hear.se and carried into the bulUl- 
Ing. It contahled the body of Sacco.

A memorial has been proposed for Oen. Leonard 
Wood which would without doubt please that soldier- 
statesman far more than would a shaft of g ranite 
or statue of bronze. A committee, headed by Oen. 
Harboard, is promoting a plan to raise a fund of 
two millions of dollars for the purpose of completing 
the work of eradicating leprosy in the Philippines, 
Freeing the islands of this dread malady was a 
task very close to the heart of Gen. Wood and It is 
known that one of the strong est reasons for his re­ 
maining at his far eastern post four years ag o was 
a letter from the inmates of the Cullon leper colony 
beg g ing him not to abandon them without the assur­ 
ance that the g reat and noble work which he had 
undertaken should be continued. 
The work Instituted by Gen. Wood at Culion island 
and carried on under his direction has broug ht about 
results which would but a few years ag o have been 
considered Impossible. It is stated that no less than 
a thousand lepers have been cured and sent back to 
their friends. There must, however, be no diminution 
of labor and attention, for there are twelve thousand 
lepers In th« Philippines alone. 
During the past few years Gen. Wood sent numer­ 
ous appeals to the people of the United States for 
funds with which to carry on this humane work 
and had his health permitted he would have carried 
on an active campaig n with the object in view of 
eliciting the co-operation of the public while he was 
on his visit here. This was Impossible, however, and 
he was Compelled to answer the last summons with 
the task he had taken up uncompleted. 
Those Filipinos who are unselfishly interested In 
the people of the Islands and who have at heart their 
advancement and happiness, sincerely reg ret the 
death of Gen. Wood. Ag ulnaldo, leader of the insur­ 
rection. said just after the death of the former 
g overnor g eneral: "He was_ a g epuine apostle work­ 
ing for the health of his people.”

For his years of enlig htened and patriotic service 
the people of the United States owe Leonard Wbud 
a lasting memorial. W hat could be more fitting than 
the one sug g ested?

The formation of a new order of nobility called 
"Heroes of Labor” in communist Russia recalls the 
words of Napoleon when q uestioned in reg ard to the 
ribbons and crosses of his Leg ion of Honor. 
The g reat French soldier replied. “You call these 
toys? Well, you manag e men with toys.” 
• 
Communist Russia ha.s apparently resorted to this 
same psycholog y. The council of people’s commissars, 
as the cabinet is called, however. Is not seeking solely 
to spur soldiers to deeds of heroism as was Napoleon. 
The red badg e of membership in the "Heroes of 
Labor” is to be g iven to all men and women, who, 
for thirty-five years, have worked "for the public 
g ood” either in factories, g overnment offices, farms, 
schools or the red army and navy. 
The dang er that the honor of being a Hero of Labor 
will not be enoug h to keep the people at their posts 
in factories, offices and farms is overcome by adding 
a monetary return. The Hero of Labor will receive 
a g overnment pension for life. This will be three- 
fourths of his last reg ular salary and In addition he 
will be exempt from taxation providing his income 
is less than $3,000 a year. 
It will be some time before the effect of this new 
order can be determined but at least it shows the 
necessity of action where the individual spur to labor 
Is missing .
